13 Families in Kremlin 


Not many of these live in con-| 
ditions which could be compared | 
with life in the Kremlin itself, 
and it is this latter aspect which 
I shall try to describe, in order| 
to give an idea what it really is} 
like to the Western reader. 

To begin with, the Kremlin is 
primarily the abode of the thirteen 
families. 


The word Kremlin is the old 
Russian word for fortress or 
citadel. The Kremlin is situated 


in the heart of Moscow and is 
surrounded by thick stone walls,| 
which at some places reach the 
height of over thirty feet. 

It is the centre of Bolshevik 
power, the H.Q. of world Com- 
munism, where all the main inter- 
national Communist plots are 
hatched. It is here that the Com- 
munist “Premiers” like Dimitrov, 
“Governments” of the Terriokki 
type, “Generals” such as Markos, | 
“readers” like Piek, “Peaceful 
Organizations” of the Coi inform 
pattern, etc, are trained and or- 
ganized.

The foreign office in London 
yesterday charged that the Com-

Europe have launched a c ert- 
ed assault on churches in order 
to wipe out ideological opposi- 
tior 

This sweeping assertion was 
made in connection with the in- 
dictment of 15 Jeaders of the Un- 
ited Evangelical Church in Bul- 
garia on charges of spying. Sim- 
ultaneously State Secretar, Ache- 
son in W ington also denounc- 
ed the action by the Communist 
Bulgarian government 

Only a few days ago both Brit- 
ain and the United States’ hotly 
condemned the Hungarian gov- 
ernment's trial of Cardinal Minds- 
zenty on charges of treason. 
Acheson linked this trial with the 
earlier Hungarian “persecution” 
of Lutheran Bishop Lajos Ordass 
and declared: 

“The Soviet-controlled Hun- 
garian authorities seek to dis- 
credit and coerce religious lead- 
ersnip in Hungary in order to re- 
move this source of mora! resist- 
ance to Communism.” 

Most Rev. Geoffrey Fisher, 
Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Primate of the Church of Eng- 
land, commenting on the cases of 
Cardinal Mindszenty and Bishop 
Ordass, made this searching com- 
ment: 

“We are witnessing a deadly 
struggle between the Christian 
Faith and the Christian Church 
on the one side, and on the other 
a Communism which wil! not 
tolerate any form of Christian 
Church unless it be subservient 
to itself.” 

So we could go on quoting from 
distinguished sources, but the 
purport would be the same: 

Communism is intensifying its 
drive against religion in all 
countries, 


Our column long has been 
calling attention to this phase of 
the Red world revolution. We 
venture to emphasize the threat 
again, since it is one of the most 
dangerous aspects of the Come 
munist assault on free men. 

The Communists are impelled 
by the knowledge that no relig- 
ious person could be persuaded 
to join in the Red assault on 
human rights. Hitler pursued the 
same scheme of trying to kill 
religion in Germany because he 
realized that religious people 
wouldn't follow him in his efforts 
to enslave Europe

This is also true if 
the owner does the job
